A Simple Idea Can Moke You 
a Rich Man -Here Is Story of 
How Wire Walked Downstairs 


By HAL BOYLE 
New York, —(/P) —If you ever 


had an idea and tried to turn it 
into money, the 
story 
of Dick 


James may interest you. 


He taught a piece of coiled wire 


to walk downstairs. Now is makes 
him an excellent living. 


James, a 31-year-old former ma- 
rine engineer, is the inventory of 
"Slinky," a revolutionary new me- 
chanical toy. 


Slinky is nothing but a 78-f9ot 
piece of high carbon elockspring 
steel wire arranged in 92 coils. He 
looks like an 
old-fashioned 
bed 


spring pressed flat — so the coils 
touch. 


But Slinky can do things. A child 


can take him in his hands and play 
the coils back and forth like a si 
lent accordian. Put Slinky on the 
top of a staircase and flip his top 
coil over, and Slinky will coil and 
uncoil his way down the stairs like 
a rhythmic snake. 


"He changed my 
whole 
life," 


said James, who has sold 2,500,000 
Slinkys and expects to market an- 
other 1,000,000 this year. 


Simple as the gadget is, it took 


James several years of hard wook 
to make it a success. 


Back in 1943 he was working in a 


Philadelphia shipyard. He began 
fooling with some 
round 
elastic 


But James found then how much 


resistance there is in 
against a new idea. 
the 
world 


"The toy people wanted no part 


of Slinky," he laughed. 
"Finally 


one department store agreed to let 
me use one end of a counter for 
an eveniiiK if I'd demonstrate the 
toy myself. 


"I brought along 400 coils and 


sold them in an hour 
That convinced them. 
a half. 
They gave 


mo an immediate order for 5,000." 


James had to borrow money to 


buy the coils from a factory that 
made them to his specifications. A 
month Utter he quit his $5,000 a 
year marine engineering job. 


"It was a hard gamble," lie said. 


''My iarnily thought I was crazy 
to give up an engineering career 
over a toy."' 


Slinky mushroomed so fast that

Educational 
Aid Bill May 
Be Passed

Washington, April 28 — (IP) — 


Should the government 
give 
the 
states money to help them 
edu- 
cate their children? 
That problem of federal aid to 


education has been batted around 
in congress more than 10 years. 
The senate is about 
ready 
to 
take it up again, and is expected 
to pass it. The house may, too. If 
both approve, it will become law. 


(Last year the senate approved 
a federal aid to education bill, but 
the house ignored it. So nothing 
came of it.) 


The present bill calls for giving 


the 48 states a total of $300,000,000 
a year to spend on education in 
the grammar and high schools. 


That would include money 
for 
teachers' pay, school buildings and 
transportation, and so on. 
This wouldn't mean, of 
course, 
that the states would stop spend- 
ing their own money. The govern- 
ment money would be 
added 
to 


what they've been 
spending 
al- 
ready. 
The poorer states would get a 


bigger share of 
the 
$300,000,000 
than the rich states, and for 
an 


obvious reason: 
Because the rich states have a 
higher income of their own, they 
can spend 
more 
o£ their 
own 
money on education. 


No stale would get less than $5 


per child. Rich New York, for in- 
stance would get that much. But 
a low-income state like Mississippi 
might get so much as $29. 
For years one of the main argu- 
ments of those who onpose 
fed- 
eral aid to education" has 
been 


this: 
It would open the door to gov- 
ernment control of education. But 
the present bill clearly says 
the 


•jovcrnment cannot interfere with 
the kind of education given in the 
states. 
Is there need for federal help— 
and why can't the. states do 
the 


job by themselves? 


A batch of Democrats and Re- 
publicans have joined 
forces 
in 


blessing this bill which sti!! must 
pass the test of the full senate. 
They say: 
Millions of children between 
5 


and 17 attend no school at all or 
are 
suffering 
major damage in 


education because of. poorly 
pre- 
pared teachers, a wide 
teacher 
shortage, and a shortage of school 
room. 


Many ttachers have gone 
into 


other work because of the low pay. 
And for the same reason 
fewer 


college students 
are 
taking 
up 
teaching. 


In 1947-48 it was estimated 
43 
per cent of the public school teach- 
ers were paid less than $2,400 a 
year; and 12 per cent were prom- 
ised salaries below SI,600. 


Meanwhile, according to the sen- 
ators, money set 
aside 
by 
the 
states for school supplies, 
school 


buildings and so have reached, a 
"critically low point." 
? 
Because of the wide differences 


in 
income 
among 
the 
states, 
there's a wide inequality 
among 
them on what they can spend on 
education. That's why the poorer 
ones need federal help. 
States 
themselves 
are 
pretty 


limited on the amount 
of taxes 
they can raise, for these reasons, 
among others: They can't get big 
taxes if incomes 
are 
low; 
and 
taxes raised too high force citizens 
to move to other states. 


Since the federal aid comes from 
federal taxes paid by all the peo- 
ple, why should people in a 
rich 
state have to help 
their 
poorer 
neighbors? 


The constitution says the govern- 
ment can provide for the genera! 
welfare, and use tax money to1 do 
it; since 
people 
move . around 
those ed.uca.ted in a poor state to- 
day may be citizens of a' rich one 
tomorrow.
